WEATHER PUZZLE 
TO METEOROLOGISTS 


WASHINGTON, February 6.—Ar­ 
ctic regions seem to be warming up 
in certain 
portions 
and 
growing 
colder in orders, and, as these con­ 
ditions effect weather all over the 
earth, 
experts 
of 
the 
Weather 
Bureau are endeavoring to solve 
the mystery. 
In the Greenland Sea, north of 
Europe, mild weather and less ice 
than ever before has prevailed this 
winter, while in the Bering Sea and 
In the regions north of America, 
unusually heavy ice has been re­ 
ported. 
The cause of the unprece­ 
dented conditions has 
not 
been 
fathomed by meteorologists. 
The gulf stream, which circles 
around the Gulf of Mexico, passes 
through the Straits of Florida and 
sweeps northeastward across the At­ 
lantic Ocean and between iceland 
and Norway, has been traced by one 
oceanographic expedition as a warm 
surface current beyond 
the 
81st 
parallel of latitude, which would be 
some 2500 miles north of Hammer* 
fest, Norway. 
This expedition sailed as far north 
as 81 degrees 29 minutes in ice-free 
waters. 
I 
Arctic ice *conditions are said to 
be exceptional 
in this particular j 
region, and many old landmarks are 
so changed as to be unrecognizable. 
Where formerly great masses of ice 
were found there are now often ac­ 
cumulations 
of 
earth 
and stones. 
At many points where glaciers form­ 
erly extended far into the sea about 
the Island of Spitzbergen, 200 miles 
north of Norway, they have entirely 
disappeared.

There are two classes of flowers 
that ought to be planted in the house 
or in frames ahead of the season. 
These are varieties giving their sea­ 
son of bloom late in the season and 
those which germinate very slowly. 
Asters, for instance, which come up! 
in two wacks, will germinate quickly 
enough in the open ground, but their 
season is the late summer and a 
month is gained by early 
planting. 
The 
schedule 
for aster 
planting 
should be regulated so that they will 
bloom either before or after August 
in neighborhoods where 
the aster 
beetle is a pest. 
There is usually only one flight of 
the marauders, and they come in Au­ 
gust. As they eat only the blossoms 
and buds, the asters should either 
bloom in July or be late enough toj 
flower in September. 
The old form of cosmos rarely gets 
into full bloom unless given as early 
a start as possible. 
The Lady Len­ 
nox forms are particularly fine, but 
not adapted for gardens in the north­ 
ern half of the United States unless 
they can be given a month’s early 
start, and even then their season 
will be brief. 
The early flowering 
strains now offered 
by seedsmen 
should be planted. 
They will give 
flowers from seed planted In the op­ 
en In August and, If planted In the 


house or frame can be had in bloom 
from July until first frost, making 
very stately and decorative bushes. 
Some annuals may be sown out­ 
doors at any time the soil can be 
worked, regardless 
of temperature. 
Scatter poppy seed on the bed where 
it is to bloom at any time you re­ 
ceive the seed. It will come up early 
and will stand considerable 
frost. 
Annual larkspur seed may be sown 
in the fall, and so hardy are these 
tiny plants that they stand all winter 
unaffected by freezing, ice or snow, 
and start growth 
with 
the 
first 
warm weather. 
Both poppies and 
larkspurs 
are 
very difficult to transplant, so there 
is little to be gained by sowing them 
in the house. All of the poppy fam­ 
ily are notoriously difficult to trans­ 
plant, this including escholtzia and 
hunnemannia. The later had best be 
planted in paper pots, a few seeds to 
a pot, pulling out all but one after 
they germinate. 
The pots can.be 
peeled off when It Is time to trans­ 
plant, without disturbance 
of 
the 
roots. 
Study carefully the directions on 
the seed 
packets In determining 
what seeds 
to start 
Indoors 
and 
which outdoors. 
The directions us­ 
ually will tell you whether to plant 
In the open or Indoors.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
TREE WORMS URGED 


John S. Bryant, city forester 
of 
K ansas City, is urging Kansas citians 
to launch a campaign against three 
worms, which will mean fewer pests 
next sum m er if clone. 


3 * ' ‘Buy the raw' tanglefoot” suggests 
Mr. Bryant, “and put it on the trees 
-now'. On trees with rough bark, cut 
a space about four inches in width 
i s o as to leave a smooth surface. 
Do 
not cut into the sap bark. 
P ut the 
tanglefoot on w ith a paddle. 
The 
section selected 
for 
this 
purpose 
should be about six feet from the 
ground. 
No cutting of bark is nec­ 
essary on smooth bark trees. 
Do 
not use fly paper or cotton, as worms 
and insects can climb beneath that 
and they frequently lay their eggs 
'Chere.*’ 
Mr. B ryant said th at putting the 
tanglefoot on trees now and keeping 
it replenished will 
prevent 
worms 
and wingless pests from getting into 
the branches and laying eggs. 
Curl­ 
ed leaves now on trees, probably fill­ 
ed With eggs of the bag worm, should 
be taken off and destroyed or burn­ 
ed on the trees. 
Yards should be 
Cleaned thoroughly and 
leaves and 
trash burned to got rid of insects 
which may come from that source. 
A fter cleaning the yard and burning 
all rubbish a search should be made 
under all boards, stones and under 
porches for cocoons. These should be 
Hestroped as they contain the moth 
of the web worm which later will fly 
to the trees, lay its eggs and the re-
